Much of the beeswax sold in drag 


j stores throughout the State is adulter­ 
ated, according to the tests made by 
H. E. Barnard, chemist of the State 
laboratory. 
He has ju st completed the 
tests of fseventy samples of white, or 
beached beeswax. 
Of the first sam ­ 
ples he found only 2 or 3 per cent, 
that was pore. 
Tweny-seven of the 
yellow samples, or 40 per cent were 
fonnd to be ptiie and forty-tw o adul­ 
terated. 
These samples were gathered from 
the drug stores throughout the State 
and were bought from the stocks of the 
stores. 
Parraffin is the most common 
adulterant 
It is a hard, brittle wax , 
and easily broken, and in some of the 
samples there was such a large percen- j 
tage of paraffiu present th at only a 
small amount 
of beeswax had been 
used to hold the paraffin and keep it 
from breaking. 
In 
some 
instances 
c trnaub i wax was n-ed as an "^adulter­ 
ant. 
This is a wax that is taken from 
the surface of the leaves of the paltn 
tree. 
Mr. Barnard says the little cakes of 
wax that w^ere nsed in the tests were 
bought in drug stores, and that they 
cost at the rate of eighty cents a 
pound. 
Paraffin, he says, is worth on 
the m arket about six cents.

WEEKS OF SEARCH 


Body of Edward Florea Found 


Near Nulltown Sunday 


Morning. 


After weeks of search the body of 
one of the young men drowned at 
Oonnersville nearly tw o months ago, 
was fonnd Sunday m orning anti iden­ 
tified as that of Edw ard Florea. 
No 
traces of Francis Johnston, the other 
yonng man have been obtained, but 
the search 
has been renewed with 
vigor. 
The body of yonng Florea was found 
by a farm er 
named Daniel Green, 
below Alpihe several 
miles 
below 
Connersville, aud his hired hand who 
were strolling 
along 
the banks of 
W hitewater, 
about 
10:30 
Sunday 
morning in the hope gof getting some 
cine to the location of the bodies. 
It 
was customary w ith the two men to 
stroll along the hanks each Sunday 
morning with this end in view. 
Green noticed a rubber coat in the 
water near the hank. 
An investiga­ 
tion disclosed that the coat was at 
tached to a m an’s body, which was 
badly decomposed and from which one 
hand was missing. 
The face had been 
m utilated until It was barely recog­ 
nizable and ttie skin was as white as 
paper. 
The Fayette county coroner 
was 
notified and it was only a short tim e 
until the word » p cad over Oonnersville 
and crowds of people drove to the 
scene. 
The bodv was taken out of the 
water at 3 o’clock ¡¡Sunday aft rnoon, 
upon the arrival of the undertaker, 
who was bnsv w ith a funeral. 
A public funeral was held at the 
Florea home at 3 o’clock this after 
noon, conductd bv Rev. Laud, pastor 
of the Presbyterian church at Conners- 
ville 
According to the terms as announced 
in the bills advertising the $1000 re­ 
ward for the recovery of the bodies, 
that offer expired last Thursdav. 
The 
$1000 for both or $500 for either 
bo dv 
was pnt in force April 26th, and to 
be good only for three weeks. 
The 
reward then reverted to the former re­ 
ward of $400 or $200 for either body. 
Green, who found the body, was re­ 
lated distantly to Florea and it is said 
will not claim the reward. 
Florea’s 
clothing was all that held the body 
together. 
His pipe, tobacco, pocket 
book and watch were in his pockets.

Some interesting figures are expect­ 
ed to be shown by the religious census 
soon to be taken np by State S tatisti­ 
cian Joseph H. Stubbs. 
The censos 
will be the first to be taken by the 
State directly and w ill be the first cen­ 
sus of religions to be taken under any 
circumstances since 1900 
The statis­ 
tics compiled in 1900 composed the 
regular government census, but are 
said to be too vague to furnish even an 
estim ate of what the coming census 
will show. 
There seems to be a general interest 
in 
the census, 
particularly 
among 
clergymen and churchmen, who are 
anxious to find out just what the re 
ligious status of the State is at pres 
cut. 
There is no question bnt that an 
enormous increase will be shown both 
in the number of communicants and 
in the valuation 
of 
the property. 
Whether the relative position of the 
various denominations w ill shift is a 
qnestion Mr. Stubbs says he is unable 
to discuss. 
By the census of 1900 the Methodist 
Episcopal church io Indiana led all 
other denominations w ith 174.8 62com­ 
municants. 
The 
Roman 
Catholic 
shnreh was » ext with 145,269 mem­ 
bers. 
These were the only branches 
whose communicants were numbered 
in six figures. 
The 
C hristian, Ln 
theran. Baptist, Presbyterian, United 
Brethren, German M ethodists, Friends 
and Auiish churches followed in this 
order, the communicants ranging be­ 
tween 9 2,78 8 and 13,713. 
Next in order were these denom ina­
